Ted Turner, chairperson and 
CEO of Turner Broadcasting Sys- 
tem, Inc, will kick off the second 
annual Convention of the Na- 
tional Association of College 
Broadcasters with a speech at 8 
p-m. in Alumnae Hall about the 
future of television programming 
in America. This is the first time 
that Turner has come back to 
Brown since he was asked to leave 
Brown in the late 1950s when he 
was an undergraduate. 

Up to 200 non-registrators from 
the Brown community will be 
admitted to the event.jGlenn Gut- 
macher, s publication di- 
rector, said Brown students 
should line up in front of Alum- 
nae before 8 p.m. “About 7:30 
p-m. will probably be adequate,” 
he said. 
e event will be simulcast in 

the Salomon Center’s main audi- 

torium and on Channel 8 of Bru- 
net. 
Before Turner speaks, Lee 
_ Abrams, one of the premier radio 
consultants in the United States, 
will talk about the future of radio 
programming. Abrams is the 
founder of Burkhart/Abrams/ 
Michaels/Douglas, an Atlanta- 
based firrn which first established 
the profit-making radio format 
Album Oriented Rock. 

Turner’s speech is part of a 
three-day lineup of about 50 pan- 
els with about 60 participants at 


tthe convention, according to Gut-| 

macher. , a non-profit cor- 
poration based at Brown, is the 
national trade association for stu- 
dent operation college radio and 
television stations. 

About 500 students and faculty 
from other schools around the 
country, including University of 
Southern California, New York 
University and Columbia Univer- 
sity, will attend. The Turner 
speech and the two other panel 
discussions on Saturday morning 
are the only events open to the 
Brown community. The panels, 
“Programming America In the 
‘90s” and “Women and Sexism In 
Broadcasting,” will take place in 
Salomon 101 at 9:30 and 11:30 re- 
spectivel 
_ “We try to bring the top leaders 
of the media industry together 
with students from college sta- 
tions who represent the future 
leaders of industry.” Gutmacher 
said.

Turner’s company owns CNN, 
the national cable news 24-hour 
network; SuperStatian TBS, a local 
TV station in Atlanta with as- 
sorted programming; Turner Net- 
work Television, the 24-hour clas- 
sic films cable network, which has 
been the subject of much contro- 
versy because of its colorization of
